Downtown 
arena $35M 
over budget 


Cost-cutting. Some 
already done, but much 
more still needed; City

The proposed downtown 
arena is over budget — by 
$35 million. 

The project currently has 
a $485-million price tag, the 
city revealed Thursday. 

“We’ve identified path¬ 
ways to get down to $450 
million,” project executive 
director Rick Daviss told a 
press conference at city hall. 
“It’s still a very preliminary 
number.” 

But, according to a report, 
that number already includes 
removing the Oiler Team 
Store, and some food and bev¬

erage facilities, along with 
changing the exterior finish 
of the building. 

Engineering efficiencies 
should save another $8.75 
million, but farther cost sav¬ 
ings are needed, said Daviss, 
warning they may affect oper¬ 
ations, revenue streams and 
the look of the building. 

Options include cutting 
underground parking in half, 
and removing marquee sign-

age and LED lighting on the 
outside of the arena. 

City council will discuss 
the report Tuesday, and “de¬ 
cide which elements they are 
willing to lose,” said Daviss. 

A statement from the 
Katz Group said they “re¬ 
main optimistic that we can 
achieve further reductions to 
the current estimated cost of 
construction.”

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Drug trafficking 


3 men charged in 
million-dollar 
drug bust 

Three Edmonton men 
have been charged fol¬ 
lowing a million-dollar 
drug bust, in which 
officers seized metham- 
phetamine and cocaine. 

The Alberta Law 
Enforcement Response 
Team (ALERT) announced 
Thursday that members 
of Edmonton’s Combined 
Forces Special Enforce¬ 
ment Unit (CFSEU- 
Edmonton) executed 
two search warrants in 
Edmonton and one in 
Strathcona County on 
Sunday. 

The result was the 
seizure of 7.5 kilograms 
of methamphetamine 
with an estimated street 
value of $750,000, as well 
as 3.5 kilograms of co¬ 
caine with an estimated 
street value of $352,000. 

Officers also seized 
1,000 tablets of Oxy¬ 
codone with an estimated 
street value of $80,000. 

Drug paraphernalia, 
such as a hydraulic press, 
was also found, mean¬ 
ing the operation was a 
highly sophisticated one, 
said CFSEU-Edmonton 
Insp. Dave Elanik. 

“Drug trafficking is a 
real threat to community 
safety across Alberta,” 
he said. “While we are 
pleased with the outcome 
of this investigation, 
we know there is more 
work to be done and will 
continue to target people 
who engage in this kind 
of organized crime.” 

ALERT spokesperson 
Jill Baird said no in¬ 
formation is available 
regarding any incidents 
that led to the July 8 
search warrants, as the 
investigation is still 
ongoing. 

Timothy Lee, 35, 

Gavin Annett, 32, and 
Randy Wright, 44, are 
each charged with posses¬ 
sion for the purpose of 
trafficking.

Edmonton cleans 
up after Thursday 
morning storm 


Flooding. Quick, hard 
downpour closes 
Whitemud Drive 
for seven hours

Residents in south Edmonton 
are cleaning up after a storm 
battered the area early Thurs¬ 
day morning. 

City officials said the first 
911 call related to the storm 
came in at 3 a.m. From 3 to 7 
a.m., city fire departments re¬ 
sponded to over 40 calls relat¬ 
ed to the storm, said fire chief 


Ken Block. 

The fire department had 
to assist in 20 rescues from 
cars stuck on the Whitemud 
due to flooding. The freeway 
was closed for seven hours to 
pump out the water. 

Edmonton Public Schools 
officials saidj. Percy Page High 
School and T.D. Baker Junior 
High School sustained about 
half a milhon dollars in dam¬ 
ages from floods, and their 
gym floors will have to be re¬ 
placed. 

The city is now focusing 
their efforts on reviewing re¬ 
sponse to the storm, said Chris 
Ward with drainage services. 

Two inches in one hour is 
an unusual amount of rain 
and systems are built to han¬ 


dle average rainfall. 

“There is no municipality 
that would say ‘let’s put that 
in’ for something that you 
would use so infrequently. It’s 
just a waste of infrastructure 
dollars,” Ward said. 

The Red Cross will be pro¬ 
viding supplies and temporary 
accommodation for about 50 
people. 

Two houses caught on fire 
due to lightning strikes, put¬ 
ting damage costs at about 
$100,000 each. Block said. 

There have not been any re¬ 
ported injuries from 
the storm.

• While crews will treat 
emergencies as priorities, 
drainage services will be 
following up. 


• Homeowners are respon¬ 
sible for dealing with 
home or garage flooding, 
but may be eligible for 
the city's Flood Proofing 
program. 


• Residents are reminded 
to treat flooded base¬ 
ments with caution 
and to turn off all main 
electrical switches before 
starting cleanup.

NDP leader Mulcair sticks to his guns on pipeline 


Federal NDP boss Tom Mul¬ 
cair is standing his ground on 
a pipeline project proposed 
by a Calgary-based company 
during his first visit to the 
Stampede as leader. 

Mulcair —outfitted in a 
white cowboy hat, blue jeans 
and cowboy boots — rode 
into what could be considered 
enemy territory in the heart 
of Canada’s oil country. 

He said a scathing report 
in the U.S. about how badly 
Enbridge handled an oil spill 
in Michigan two years ago 
should be the final nail in the 
coffin for the Northern Gate¬ 


way pipeline. 

The Opposition leader 
said the blame assigned to 
Enbridge in the report would 
give anyone looking at the 
project pause. 

He isn’t planning on meet¬ 
ing with any officials from 
the oil and gas sector, but did 
pay a visit to Calgary Mayor 
Naheed Nenshi. 

“... I was happy to accept 
Mr. Mulcair’s invitation to 
meet while he is in town to¬ 
day,” said Nenshi. 

“During our meeting, I 
explained how important 
our energy industry is for 


Canada’s economy and en¬ 
couraged him to learn more 
about the industry and what 
is being done, or what more 
can be done, to ensure de¬ 
velopment that is sensitive to 
our environment. The energy 
industry has played an im¬ 
portant role supporting our 
national economy during a 
period of recession.” 

Mulcair said his comments 
about the energy sector may 
not be popular in Alberta, but 
he believes Canadians would 
prefer a party that is actually 
willing to talk about issues.

A private health-care centre 
has found no shortage of Ed¬ 
montonians willing to pony 
up thousands to help them 


navigate the Alberta health 
care system. 

The Copeman Healthcare 
Centre, already estabhshed 
in Vancouver and Calgary, 
has opened in a renovated 
9,500 square foot space in the 
Clenora area. 

Rick Tiedemann, executive 
director, said response has 
been strong enough since the 
centre opened quietly in May 
that they are already looking 
at adding staff. 

Their model, he said, is 
“unhurried, multi-disciplin¬ 
ary, collaborative care.” 


“We’ve slowed the health 
care system down,” he said. 

While Tiedemann said the 
t 3 q)ical family practitioner has 
anywhere from 2,000 to 3,000 
patients, Copeman doctors 
top out at 450. 

The new Copeman loca¬ 
tion links by teleconference to 
the Vancouver and Calgary lo¬ 
cations, giving patients access 
to 20 physicians to comph- 
ment the one doctor currently 
on site, as well as dieticians, 
kinesiologists, psychologists, 
neuropsychologists and other 
alhed health professionals. 


Combining private and public health care 


While private health care 
is often seen as an enemy 
of public health care, 
Tiedemann said Copeman is 
a blend of the two systems. 


• Alberta Health is still 
billed for all procedures 
covered; part of the 
membership fee goes 
towards paying the doctor 
for additional time. 


• The membership fee 
also covers non-insured 
services, such as 
consultations with 
dieticians, all of them 
on site. 


• The yearly membership 
fee is $3,900 for the first 
year, $3,045 thereafter.

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Amputee traverses 
the Straits of Gibraltar 



Feats of endurance. 

The 14 km swim is 
the fourth major 
challenge Philippe 
Croizon has tackled 


A quadruple amputee suc¬ 
cessfully swam across the 
Straits of Gibraltar to Morocco 
on Thursday as part of an ef¬ 
fort to swim between all the 
world’s continents. 

Philippe Croizon, who lost 
his arms and legs in an elec¬ 
trical accident, has already 
swam the English Channel 
as well as between Indonesia 
and Papua-New Guinea, and 
between Asia and Africa in the 
Gulf of Aqaba. 

Croizon, a French citizen, 
swims with the aid of pros¬ 
thetic flippers attached to his 
leg stumps and a snorkel to 
breathe through. He made the 
14-kilometre crossing from 
Tarifa, Spain, in just over five 
hours with a friend, Amaud 
Chassery. 

Croizon said upon his arriv¬ 


al near the city of Tangiers that 
he is trying to linlc the con¬ 
tinents of the world with his 
swimming to show “we are all 
together on the same planet.” 

“We have proven that 
an able-bodied person and a 
handicapped person can link 
the five continents together 
by swimming. We’ve proven 
that we are all the same, that 
there are no differences, what¬ 
ever the politics, the skin col¬ 
our, the religion or the handi¬ 
cap,” Croizon said. 

The swimmer’s arms and 
legs were amputated after he 
siffFered an electric shock in 
1994 as he stood on a ladder ad¬ 
justing his television anteima, 
which touched a power line. 

Croizon was greeted by 
friends and well-wishers, as 
well as his mother Monique 
Croizon, and they celebrated by 
waving French and Moroccan 
flags on the picturesque beach. 

“The crossing was quite dif¬ 
ficult. We had to swim more 
than I’m used to. I’m used to 
long distances but that was 
a really long distance. There 
were strong currents,” he said. 

“My back was hurting for 


a while, but I really wanted 
this and we’ve completed the 
third of our swims.” 

Croizon plans a swim 
across a section of the Ber¬ 
ing Straits, which although 
a shorter distance, is made 
harder by the near freezing 
water temperature. 


He hopes to make that 
crossing next month, de¬ 
pending on the weather and 
sea conditions. 

He added that after cross¬ 
ing the Bering Straits, he will 
be received by President Bar¬ 
ack Obama.

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Jewellers plead 
guilty to illegal 
ivory sales in N.Y. 


Commercialization of 
wildlife. More than 
$2 million US in 
elephant ivory seized 


Two jewellers peddled reams 
of ivory bangles, beads and 
statues made from the tusks 
of endangered and threat¬ 
ened elephants, prosecutors 
said Thursday as the men 
admitted to a wildlife crime. 

Mukesh Gupta, Johnson 
Jung-Chien Lu and their 
companies pleaded guilty 
to illegal commercializa¬ 
tion of wildlife, forfeited 
a combined total of more 
than $2 million US in ivory 
and paid a total of $55,000 
to aid the Wildlife Conserva¬ 
tion Society’s efforts to help 
elephants. 

The jewellers’ lawyers 
emphasized that the men 
admitted only to selling and

ivory with a retail value of more 
than $2 million US on Thursday.

offering ivory without a per¬ 
mit, establishing it came 
from before the animals 


were protected in the 1970s. 

But authorities and con¬ 
servation experts said that 
much of the ivory was doubt¬ 
less more recent and that 
stocking it in stores in Man¬ 
hattan’s diamond district 
inherently contributes to a 
worrisome boom in the il¬ 
legal ivory trade. 

“Poachers should not have 
a market in Manhattan,” Dis¬ 
trict Attorney C 3 ^us R. Vance 
Jr. said at a news confer¬ 
ence, standing before a table 
strewn with sized ivory rings, 
bracelets, complete tusks — 
and little carved figurines of 
the elephants from which au¬ 
thorities say it all came. 

“If we only look at this 
issue as, ‘Hey, I didn’t have 
a permit,’ and you ignore 
the consequences, you are 
fuelling the trade of wildlife 
crime. You are encouraging 
and fostering the extinction 
of species.”

With the Ol 3 mipics just two 
weeks away, embarrassing 
logistical problems about se¬ 
curity, staff, phones and traf¬ 
fic made the mood Thursday 
in London as gloomy as the 
weather.

French Alps. Avalanche

A string of high-profile defec¬ 
tions from the Syrian regime 
has stirred hopes in the West 
that President Bashar Assad’s 
inner circle will start aban¬ 
doning him in greater num¬ 
bers, hastening his downfall. 

But the tightly protect¬ 
ed regime has largely held 
together over the course of the 
16-month-old uprising, driven 
by a mixture of fear and loyalty. 

The latest official to flee, 
the Syrian ambassador to Iraq, 
Naw^ Fares, annoimced that 
he was joining the revolution, 
asserting Thursday that only 
force will drive Assad from 
power. He is the most senior 
diplomat to abandon Assad. 

“There is no road map ever 
with Bashar Assad, because 
any plan, any statement that is 
agreed on internationally he de¬ 
lays on and ignores,” Fares told 
the Al-Jazeera satellite channel. 

“There is no way that he can 
be pushed from power without 
force, and the Syrian people 
realize this.” 

Syria’s Foreign Ministry 
denoimced Fares, saying he 
should face “legal and disciplin¬ 



ary accoimtability.” 

In Washington, State De¬ 
partment spokesman Patrick 
Ventrell hailed what he called 
the “first major diplomatic 
defection,” adding: “We think 
this is a wider sign that the 
regime is feeling the pres¬ 
sure. The pressure is up and 
the regime is really starting 
to fall apart.” 

Brig. Gen. Manaf Tlass, an 
Assad confidant and son of a 
former defence minister, also 
defected last week, but has not 
spoken publicly.

Taliban take their 
revenge on police 


Pakistan. Gunmen kill 
nine, injure eight in 
retaliation for torture 
of Taliban fighters 


Taliban gunmen opened fire 
on a compoimd housing police¬ 
men in eastern Pakistan on 
Thursday, killing nine of them, 
officials said. 

The police who were tar¬ 
geted in the city of Lahore 
were training to become 
prison guards, said Habibur 
Rehman, the chief of police 
in Punjab province, where La¬ 


hore is the capital. 

Pakistani Taliban spokes¬ 
man AhsanuUah Ahsan claimed 
responsibility for the attack, 
saying it was revenge for the 
police torture of their fighters 
in prison. He spoke to The Asso¬ 
ciated Press by telephone from 
an imdisclosed location. 

The police who were at¬ 
tacked were recruited from 
northwest Khyber Pakh- 
tunkhwa province, a one-time 
base for the Taliban, and were 
brought to Lahore for training, 
said Rehman. 

Eight policemen also suf¬ 
fered bullet wounds, said Sal¬ 
man Saddiq, a government 


official. 

One of the woimded, 
Shafqat Imran, said that eight 
to ten attackers, their faces 
hidden behind hoods, stormed 
into the compoimd and started 
shooting randomly. 

They shouted “God is great,” 
then shot the policemen one by 
one, said Imran, speaking from 
a hospital bed. 

The Pakistani military 
launched a massive offensive 
against the Taliban in Khyber 
Pakhtunkhwa’s Swat Valley in 
2009, and many militants were 
captured and imprisoned. 

Police said they suspect 
the gunmen who attacked 


the housing compound were 
the same ones who killed sev¬ 
en soldiers and a policeman 
at an army camp Monday 
about 160 kilometres north¬ 
west of Lahore. The Pakistani 
Taliban claimed responsibil¬ 
ity for that attack as well. 

The Pakistani Tahban have 
waged a blood insurgency 
against the government over 
the past few years, demand¬ 
ing it break ties with the 
United States and establish 
Islamic law throughout the 
country. The militants have 
killed thousands of soldiers, 
police and civilians in attacks.

Afghans ready for peace: 
Retiring U.S. ambassador 


Moderate Taliban figures 
have expressed interest in 
the fragile peace process, the 
outgoing U.S. ambassador to 
Afghanistan said Thursday, 
referring to a deal that ap¬ 
pears even more elusive with 
this summer’s rash of suicide 
attacks and bombings. 

Ryan Grocker, who is re¬ 
tiring a year earlier than ex¬ 
pected, also said he thinks 
it’s unlikely that the depar¬ 
ture of most foreign troops 
by 2014 will plunge the 
country into another civil 
war or prompt a precipitous 


economic slide. 

“I tend to consider those 
unlikely scenarios,” Grocker 
said in an interview in Kabul. 

Grocker said the inter¬ 
national community has 
pledged support for Afghan¬ 
istan post-2014. And he said 
minority ethnic political 
leaders seem more interested 
in positioning themselves in 
the next Afghan administra¬ 
tion than bracing for a civil 
war like the one that led to 
the rise of the Taliban after 
the Soviet exit in 1989. 

“Politics is breaking out 


all over,” he said of the uptick 
in political activity ahead of 
the Afghan presidential elec¬ 
tion in 2014. “You don’t see 
many signs of the people say¬ 
ing ’Well, it’s time to start 
digging the trenches again.’” 

Members of conflicting 
factions are part of the Af¬ 
ghan security forces, but 
some fear without the pres¬ 
ence of international troops, 
the nation and its police 
force and army could split 
along ethnic lines, prompt¬ 
ing another civil war.

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Orange Order parades incite 
clashes in Northern Ireland 


Conflict. Authorities 
make strides in 
curbing violence, but 
unable to contain 
Protestant-Catholic 
strife in Belfast 


Irish Catholic militants at¬ 
tacked riot pohce Thursday in 
a polarized comer of Belfast as 
the most divisive day on North¬ 
ern Ireland’s calendar reached 
a typically ugly end — and yet 
managed, amid the smoke 
and chaos, to break some new 
ground for peacemaking. 

More than three hours of 
violence in the hardline Cath- 
ohc Ardoyne district marked 
the fourth straight year that the 
area has descended into street 
battles following the annual 
passage of Protestant marchers 
from the Orange Order brother¬ 
hood. 

Massive Orange parades 
across Northern Ireland each 
July 12 — an oflBcial hohday 
that commemorates the Prot¬ 
estant side’s victory in 17th-cen¬ 
tury religious warfare — often 


stoke conflict with Cathohcs, 
who despise the annual march¬ 
es as a Protestant show of su¬ 
periority. 

But in recent years, as Brit¬ 
ish authorities have restricted 
the Protestants’ march routes, a 
drab stretch of road that passes 
a row of Ardoyne shops has be¬ 
come the focal point for prov¬ 
ince-wide animosity. There, the 
decades-old battle for suprem¬ 
acy between the British Protest¬ 
ant majority and Irish Cathohc 
minority wages a yearly test of 
wills, with heavily armoured 
pohce stuck in the middle. 

A British government-ap¬ 
pointed Parades Commission 
sought to defuse the Ardoyne 
confhct this year by ordering 
the Orangemen to pass through 
the area by 4 p.m., three hours 
sooner than normal. Protestant 
leaders grudgingly accepted the 
deadline, and ah sides agreed 
this gesture kept a bad situa¬ 
tion from getting even worse. 

The clash demonstrated 
how, despite a two-decade 
peace process and five years of 
a joint Cathohc-Protestant gov¬ 
ernment, Northern Ireland stiU 
faces a long journey to recon- 
cihation. the associated press 



Arab spring took U.K. spies by surprise: Watchdog 


Britain’s spies were wrong¬ 
footed by the spread of unrest 
during the Arab Spring and 
failed to predict the dramatic 
uprisings that swept the re¬ 
gion, Parhament’s intelligence 
and security committee said 
Thursday. 

The panel of nine law¬ 
makers, which acts as the 
country’s intelhgence watch¬ 
dog, said in its annual report 
that the crisis had exposed 
Britain’s decision to scale back 


intelligence assets in much of 
the Middle East. 

In private evidence sessions 
with the committee — which 
does not meet in pubhc — the 
heads of the country’s overseas 
intelligence agency MI6 and 
global eavesdropping service 
GCHQ acknowledged that a 
focus on al-Qaida-linked ter¬ 
rorism and Iran’s nuclear pro¬ 
gram meant their coverage 
across some parts of the Arab 
world had dwindled. 


“When the upheavals took 
place aroimd the Arab world 
... our coverage of individual 
Arab countries had been fall¬ 
ing for some time,” John Saw- 
ers, head of MI6, told the panel 
in a closed-door hearing in De¬ 
cember. 

Iain Lobban, head of the 
Government Gommunications 
Headquarters — or GGHQ — 
said that ahead of the upris¬ 
ings the “Arab nations were 
one of the few areas where we 


were planning to draw down 
our effort pretty well compre¬ 
hensively” 

Defence Intelligence — the 
military’s dedicated spy service 
— said it had “little resource” 
directed at the countries in¬ 
volved as the revolts began. 
“We can’t cover everything all 
the time in the modern world,” 
the agency told lawmakers. 

In its report, the panel said 
that events following Tunisia’s 
uprising in Dec. 2010, had 


taken “many by surprise and 
presented a significant chal¬ 
lenge to the U.K. intelligence 
community in terms of repri¬ 
oritizing its resources.” 

Though it offered praise 
for their eventual response, 
the watchdog committee said 
there was a question as to 
whether “the agencies should 
have anticipated the possibility 
that the unrest would spread 
quickly across the region.”

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Mysterious disease strain 
continues to confound experts

Tran Minh Giang has spent 
more than a third of his young 
life in a Vietnamese hospital, 
and it could be many months 
more before he can go home. 
All for a disease that in Asia 
is as common as chicken pox, 
and usually about as severe. 

The 20-month-old boy was 
sickened by a particularly 
menacing form of hand, foot 
and mouth disease that has 
killed hundreds of young 
children across the region. 
They sometimes suffer high 
fever, brain swelling, paraly¬ 
sis and respiratory shutdown, 
even though they may have 


been infected by people with 
few or no s 3 miptoms. 

When the strain hit Cam¬ 
bodia recently, doctors there 
had no idea what it was, and 
even now experts don’t fully 
understand why it can be so 
devastating. Seven months 
after becoming sick, Giang 
still breathes using a ventila¬ 
tor connected to a hole in his 
tiny throat. 

“It may take time, maybe 
years, before he can recover. 
When he sleeps, his lungs 
don’t work,” his father, Tran 
Nam Trung, said. “When he 
first got a high fever, 1 didn’t 
think that he would be in a 
situation like this.” 

The enterovirus 71 strain 
raised fears earlier this week 
when it was detected in some 
lab samples taken after 52 of 
59 Cambodian children died 
suddenly from a mystery 
illness that sparked inter¬ 
national alarm.

Cave tools give new hints to origins of first Americans 



Stone tools and human DNA 
from ancient caves in the west¬ 
ern U.S. offer new evidence of 
how some of the first Amer¬ 
icans may have spread through 
the continent from Asia: on 
two different routes, as shown 
by two different ways of mak¬ 
ing the tips of spears. 

Archeologists said Thursday 
that they have dated broken 
obsidian spear points from 
Paisley Caves in Oregon to 
about 13,200 years ago — as old 


as much different stone tools 
from the Clovis culture foimd 
in the southeast and interior 
U.S. And radio-carbon dating of 
human DNA from coprohtes — 
ancient human feces — shows 
people lived in the caves as 
early as 14,300 years ago. 

The dates indicate that the 
Clovis style of chipping stone 
was not the mother of Stone 
Age technology, and that the 
two styles were developed 
independently by different 


groups, said Dennis Jenkins, 
an archeologist with the Uni¬ 
versity of Oregon’s Museum of 
Natural and Cultural History 
who led the excavations. 

Jenkins said the findings 
suggest those groups may 
have taken separate routes 
after crossing the Ice Age land 
bridge from Asia. Those mak¬ 
ing western-stemmed project¬ 
iles may have gone down the 
coast, while the Clovis people 
travelled through an ice-free 


corridor in the interior U.S. 

Not all experts are con¬ 
vinced. 

“Points are not people,” said 
David Meltzer, professor of pre¬ 
history at Sou&em Methodist 
University. “Just because two 
ways of fashioning projectile 
points are different doesn’t 
mean different populations — 
any more than different groups 
of people drive Hummers rath¬ 
er than Priuses.”

Kaine se¬ 
cretly agreed to a plan that 
would have kept Soering 
behind bars for two years, 
but McDonnell revoked that 
request soon after taking

Drug-smuggling 
tunnels uncovered 

Two drug-smuggling tunnels 
outfitted with lighting and 
ventilation systems were dis¬ 
covered along the U.S.-Mexico 
border, the latest signs that 
cartels are building sophis¬ 
ticated passages to escape 
heightened surveillance on 
land. 

Both tunnels were at least 
150 yards long. One began 
under a bathroom sink inside

The other was completed 
and discovered Saturday in a 
vacant strip maU storefront in 
the southwestern Arizona city 
of San Luis. It showed a level 
of sophistication not typically 
associated with other crude 
smuggling passageways that 
tie into storm drains. With 
heightened enforcement on 
land, tunnels have become 
an increasingly common way 
to smuggle drugs into the

A neighbourhood watch volim- 
teer who shot and killed an im- 
armed black U.S. teen, setting 
off a wave of national protests, 
was following the boy because 
he was fiustrated by previous 
burglaries in his gated Florida 
commimity, and not because of 
the teen’s race, according to an 
FBI report released with other 
case documents Thursday. 

The shooting of Trayvon 
Martin and the weeks without 
an arrest led to nationwide pro¬ 
tests over race and self-defence 
laws. George Zimmerman, 28, 
is charged with second-degree 
murder in the February shoot¬ 
ing. He has pleaded not guilty, 
claiming self-defence. 

Prosecutors and Martin’s 
family beheve the teen was 
racially profiled by Zimmer¬ 
man, whose father is white and 
mother is Peruvian. 


Police calls 


• In August 2011, Zimmer¬ 
man reported to police a 
man who his wife thought 
was responsible for an 
earlier burglary. When 
asked by a dispatcher, 
Zimmerman said the 
suspect was black. 


• In another call, less than 
a month before the fatal 
shooting, Zimmerman 
described a suspicious 
man at a neighbour's 
house. When asked, he 
said the man was black. 

But the lead detective in¬ 
vestigating Martin’s death told 
FBI agents he believed Zimmer¬ 
man followed Martin because 
the teen was wearing a hoodie 
and because of previous bur¬ 
glaries in the community, not 
because Martin was black, ac¬ 
cording to the newly released 
documents. 

Det. Ghris Serino described 
Zimmerman as overzealous 
and as having a “httle hero 
complex” but not as a racist, 
according to the FBI report.

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New law. Abortion clinic in 
Mississippi fears shutdown 


The owner of Mississippi’s only 
abortion clinic said Thursday 
she expected legislators to keep 
trying to put restrictions on the 
facility and procedure, regard¬ 
less of how a federal judge rules 
in a fight over a new state law. 

“They’re going to keep com¬ 
ing back. They’re not going to 
be satisfied until they have ^v- 
en us out of business...,” Diane 
Derzis told The Associated Press 
a day after a federal judge kept 
a restraining order against the 
law in place. 

A new law would require 
anyone who performs abor¬ 
tions at the clinic to be an OB- 


GYN with privileges to admit 
patients to a local hospital. The 
clinic filed a lawsuit June 27 
seeking to stop the law, which 
it says creates unnecessary 
bureaucratic hurdles. 

At least nine other states 
— Alabama, Arizona, Indiana, 
Kansas, Missouri, Oklahoma, 
South Garolina, Tennessee and 
Utah — require doctors who 
perform abortions to have 
admitting privileges in local 
hospitals, according to NARAL 
Pro-Ghoice America, an abor¬ 
tion-rights group. The states 
aU have at least one abortion

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Sightings and abductions. 
Britain releases UFO files

The hidden history of the UFO 
desk at Britain’s Ministry of De¬ 
fence (MOD) was released for 
the first time on Thursday, with 
6,700 pages of files dating back 
to 1965. The desk, which closed 
in 2009, collated all informa¬ 
tion on UFOs and handled pub- 
hc enquiries. 

The listed sightings include 
abductions, alien hypnosis and 
numerous spacesMps. One 
such accoimt from a pohceman 
describes a “square/diamond 
shaped object moving across 
the sky and changing shape” 
at Chelsea’s football stadium in 
1999. 

Several accounts from Royal 
Air Force pilots describe cr^s 
flying alongside them. The de¬ 
partment estimated that 9 per 
cent of sightings could be ex¬ 
plained, but could not secure 
funding to research the others. 

Internal communications 
reveal that UFOs were taken 
seriously. One intelligence 
document expresses interest in 
developing weapons based on 
UFO technology — “phenom¬ 
ena associated with plasma for¬ 
mations, which have potential 
applications to novel weapon 
technology”. 

UFO expert Dr. David Clarke, 


who campaigned for the files 
to be released, told Metro; “In¬ 
telligence (departments) were 
prepared to speculate as they 
beheved the documents would 
never reach the pubhc.” Clarke 
added that the MOD “couldn’t 
say UFOs were not a threat 
until they had a database and 
studies.” 


The Great Debate 


The released files are unlikely 
to end the debate. A recent sur¬ 
vey from National Geographic 
found that a third of people 
believe in UFO visits, and there 
are thousands of ‘ufologist’ 
groups around the world. 


• The Believers. “It's compar¬ 
able to a religious faith " 
British UFO Research As¬ 
sociation spokesman John 
Wickham told Metro. “The 
most common belief is that 
there is life outside of Earth." 


• Coming forward. Suspicions 
received a boost on Monday 
when a former CIA agent 
claimed to have new 
evidence from the 'Roswell 
Incident' in 1947, when the 
US military allegedly covered 
up a UFO crash.

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Canadian farmers see 
rewards from U.S. drought 


Agriculture. Consumers 
brace to pay more for 
corn products; farmers 
hope to reap benefits 
of historically high 
grain prices 


Drought conditions across large 
swaths of the United States and 
parts of Europe are raising con¬ 
cerns about a food-price shock 
later this year. 

But while consumers brace 
to pay more for everything 
from com flakes to bread and 


beef, many Canadian farmers 
hope to reap rewards from his¬ 
torically high grain prices. 

“It’s simple supply and de¬ 
mand,” said Myron Krahm, 
vice-president of the Manitoba 
Com Growers Association. 

“The US. being the largest 
com producer in the world, if 
they are suffering that just lim¬ 
its supply and prices in return 
run up.” 

Farmers south of the bor¬ 
der will see just a fraction of 
the com they expected in the 
spring when the groimd was 
seeded, the US. Department of 
Agriculture warned earher this 


week. That prediction sent the 
price of com through the roof 
—up by about 30 per cent com¬ 
pared with just three weeks 
ago. If the better growing con¬ 
ditions hold in most major re¬ 
gions of Canada over the rest of 
this month, farmers will cash 
in, said Krahm. 

But while some farmers are 
seeing bumper crops, others 
are facing drought conditions 
similar to those in the U.S. 

Southern and Eastern On¬ 
tario are feeling it the most, 
said Agriculture and Agrifood 
Canada’s Trevor Hadwen.

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Supreme Court 
reins in array of 
copyright fees 


Rights levy. Top court 
rules on five different 
cases involving 
tariffs set by the 
Copyright Board 


The Supreme Court of Canada 
has reined in the apphcation of 
copyright fees levied on music, 
movies, video games and print¬ 
ed materials that Canadians

download and copy in different 
ways. The top court examined 
five different cases at once that 
touched on tariffs set by the 
Copyright Board. 

One of the biggest cases in¬ 
volved ministers of education 
and school boards from across 
the coimtry versus Access Copy¬ 
right. The two sides had butted 
heads at the Copyright Board 
over how much schools had to 
pay for the right to photocopy 
parts of books for students. 

In a 5-4 decision, the Court 
foimd that the Copyright Board 
had incorrectly treated teachers 
differently when they photocop¬ 
ied materials for their students, 
“driving an artificial wedge into 
these unified purposes of in¬ 
struction and research/private 
study.” 

TTie four other cases in¬ 
volved the layering on of fees 
for works based on the way 
they are transmitted to the con¬ 
sumer. 


The court decided unani¬ 
mously that there should be no 
copyright fees levied on cable 
companies or other digital pro¬ 
viders when music is down¬ 
loaded, but that artists should 
be compensated when it is 
streamed online. 

The music downloading and 
streaming decision was linked 
to another one that dealt vyith 
software companies that sell 
their video games online. The 
court found in a 5-4 decision 
that those firms shouldn’t pay 
royalties for the music that’s 
featured in those video games 
every time a consumer down¬ 
loads a product online. 

Finally, cable and other In¬ 
ternet providers should not 
have to pay fees when music 
downloaders hsten to previews 
of songs. The court foimd imani- 
mously that those previews con¬ 
stituted research and therefore 
did not infiinge the Copyright

The main feature is nicely 
animated but is saddled with a 
story so by-the-book it feels like 
it would have been old hat even 
in the ice age.

For Christian Bale, who’s 
played Batman three times 
now for Christopher Nolan, 
creating a role that redefined 
both the legendary character 
and the British actor, the last 
time he put on the bat suit 
was a lot like the first time 

— and in each instance he 
needed a bit of alone time. 

“The first time I ever put 
on the actual one myself I 
thought, ‘Oh, Chris has to 
(re-do) the cast.’ Because the 
claustrophobia was just un¬ 
believable,” Bale remembers. 

“I stood there and I 
thought, ‘I can’t breathe, I 
can’t think, this is too tight, 
this is squeezing my head. 
I’m gonna panic. I’m about to 
have a nervous breakdown, 
a panic attack right this 
second.’ So I said, ‘Can every¬ 
one just leave me alone for 20 
minutes?”’ 

The break did the trick, 
as Bale estimates he’s spent 
21 months of his life under 
Batman’s cowl — with some 
improvements over the years, 
like giving Bale the ability to 
take it off whenever he need¬ 
ed. And when the final day of 
shooting in the suit arrived — 
a scene that paired Bale with 
Anne Hathaway’s Catwoman 
on a New York City rooftop 

— Bale found himself feel¬ 
ing a similar need for privacy, 
though for a different reason.

“I was wrapped, and I just 
went down and sat in a room 
and I realized, ‘This is it.

Because if you 
look and go, ‘Oh, only 124 
days left,’ it gets tricky to get 
up at four in the morning.”

After the second film in your 
superhero franchise breaks 
box ofiice records and goes on 
to earn more than $1 billion 
worldwide, you’d think the stu¬ 
dio behind the project would be 


a bit upset to hear you planned 
to make the third installment 
the last one. But Christopher 
Nolan insists Warner Bros, was 
happy he was making the Dark 
Knight Rises at all. 

“The point at which I was 
saying to the studio it would be 
a trilogy was the point I was tell¬ 
ing them, ‘Yes, I will do a third 
one.’ They were thrilled,” says 
the director. “Obviously I’m 
sure they’d love us to keep do¬ 
ing this forever, but I think they 
completely imderstood that my 
attraction to coming back for a 
third time was in fhiishing our 
stoiy, so that we’ve told one big 
stoiy with three major parts 
to it. And that really is the rea¬ 


son we’re here and the reason 
we’ve done it. So it was kind 
of part and parcel of what we 
were doing.” 

The production of Nolan’s 
followup to the Dark Knight 
became one of the most closely 
watched film shoots in recent 
memoiy, with fans flocking to 
locations in Pittsburgh, New 
York City and elsewhere to 
glean whatever details they 
could — leading to grainy cell 
phone videos of fight scenes 
spreading across the Internet, 
much to Nolan’s chagrin. “The 
world we five in now is if you’re 
going to do day exterior scenes 
in a city, then everybody’s go¬ 
ing to get cellphone photos of 


it,” Nolan acknowledges. “But 
I think what you have to trust 
in is that audiences understand 
— or fans understand — that 
whatever they’re seeing as the 
movie is being made is not the 
movie, and then they come to 
the film with fresh eyes. That’s 
certainly what we hope.” 

With his Batman trilogy 
behind him, the big question 
is what will Nolan do next. But 
unfortunately he’s not very 
forthcoming on that front. “I 
have no idea what’s next. I’m 
going on holiday and just relax¬ 
ing and quite enjoy not know¬ 
ing what I’m going to do next, 
which is fun,” Nolan says with 
a grin.

Gary Oldman has been a part 
of Christopher Nolan’s Bat¬ 
man franchise since the begin¬ 
ning, playing one of the Caped 
Crusader’s few allies. Commis¬ 
sioner Gordon. But that doesn’t 
mean Oldman got the word 
about the Dark Knight Rises 
before some of his less-sea¬ 
soned co-stars. 

When you read the script 
to another installment in a 
franchise, is there any sense 
of fear about what might hap¬ 
pen to your character? 

A sense of fear? No, I think 
because it’s Chris, you read it 
with a sense of intrigue. You 
think. What am I going to be 
up to? What’s going to hap¬ 
pen to me? I mean, he called 
me with this one and he said, 
“Obviously there’s a level of 
paranoia aroimd it because 
we don’t want people getting 
ahold of the script, understand¬ 
ably.” I went and read almost to 
the end. He kept the end in his 
pocket, and then you would go 
and sit with him and he would 
tell you the ending, which I 


thought was rather smart. 

That must be an experience, 
having Christopher Nolan just 
tell it to you. 

Yeah, you go in for a stoiy. It’s 
stoiytelling, hterally (laughs). 

Nolan has a tendency to reuse 
actors in his movies, so were 
you expecting a call for Incep¬ 
tion? 

I got a call, actually. He said, 
“It’s this part, and it’s not a 
huge role.” I think it played in 
different locations around the 
world, and it was a big com¬ 
mitment. It just didn’t work 
in vrith my life at the time and 
my kids and all of that, but he 
did call. We’ll see what hap¬ 
pens down the line, but there 
seems to be a sort of Chris 
Nolan Repertory Company, 
people that he works with. 
He’s very loyal to a lot of the 
crew that he works with again 
and again and again. I think 
he’s superstitious, too. He has 
Michael Caine in his movies, 
that’s his lucky charm.

First, I ignored it. Then I 
fought back. Now it’s sucked 
me in. 

I swore I would always 
buy vinyl, CDs and down¬ 
loads. Physical possession 
was the only way to go. The 
idea of “renting” music 
repulsed me. However, now 
I’m in its thrall. I can’t im¬ 
agine ever doing without it. 

It happened when I was 
sitting with the dog at Star- 
bucks one Sunday morning, 
breezing through emails. 
One of the newsletters I get 
raved about a particular 
song — an album track — 
from a super-obscure indie 
band from Los Angeles.

listen even when I wasn’t 
connected. 

It wasn’t until the dog 
and I were halfway home 
that I realized I’d had a 
revelatory consumer 
experience.

Since then, the dog and 
I have discovered an insane 
amount of new music. 

The second I hear about 
something new, I look for 
it on a streaming service. 

In the last month or so. I’ve 
accumulated music from 
more than a 100 albums, 
all of which are instantly 
accessible from my iPhone

into my car’s entertainment 
system). I can listen even 
when I’m on an airplane. 

The cost? Just my $10/month 
subscription.

Owen Clarke is known for his 
moves. The Hot Chip multi¬ 
instrumentalist can be found 
in a host of YouTube videos, 
getting down to his band’s 
beats while slapping the bass 
or rocking the keys at a gig. 

There’s even a Facebook 
page called Owen Clarke — 
Dancing King. While some¬ 
what modest about his own 
dance floor capabilities, Clarke 
does admit there’s a veiy spe¬ 
cial thing that happens when 
it comes to playing a gig. 

“It’s this energy meeting 
— it sounds sort of hippie-ish 
but it is kind of true — people 
come together to see a thing, 
you go there to do a thing and 
so, you know, it’s set up for a 
good thing from the outset,” 
he says.

cord, we are the same people

That’s not a great illumin¬ 
ation in terms of an answer 


but we were just feeling a bit 
uptempo and happy. It’s quite 
nice when things can turn out 
hke that.” 

The band’s playful sensibil¬ 
ity has always been particu¬ 
larly notable when it comes to 
their music videos, in which 
more often than not, any¬ 
one from a fake boy band to 
award-winning actor Terence 
Stamp will be singing their 
l 3 uics to the camera. But why 
have stand-ins when Clarke 
in particular is such a smooth 
mover? 

“There’s a perception of 
who we are that isn’t very 
close to the actual truth of 
who we are because we’ve 
never put up a front of being 


guys who are in a rock band, 
or being aloof and veiy S 3 mth- 
y, or being an 3 Thing in particu¬ 
lar, regardless of what anyone 
may or may not think,” Clarke 
says. 

“It’s nice to let the music 
speak for itself and let the 
video tell the stoiy that it does 
with other people.

The not-so-good wife: 
Breaking Bad returns 



Turns out Breaking Bad is 
an inadvertent argument for 
“Obamacare.” 

Consider: If affordable 
health care had been avail¬ 
able to Walter White when 
Breaking Bad began five sea¬ 
sons ago, this struggling high 
school chemistry teacher 
might not have felt driven 
to cook and sell crystal meth 
to avert financial ruin for his 
family after he was diagnosed 
with terminal lung cancer. 

On the other hand, there 
would have been no Break¬ 
ing Bad. This would have de¬ 
prived viewers of arguably 
TV’s most twisted, bleakly 
funny and just plain addictive 
series ever. 

On Sunday at 10 p.m. ET 
on AMC, Breaking Bad returns 
for a run of eight episodes 
that pave the way to a final 
eight airing next year. By this 
point in its fast-evolving nar¬ 
rative, the formerly milque¬ 
toast teacher has morphed 
into a triumphant drug lord 
(played by Bryan Cranston) in 
tumultuous cahoots with his 
one-time slacker pupil, Jesse 
Pinkman (co-star Aaron Paul). 

Last season ended with 
Walt successfully assassinat¬ 
ing Gus Fring, the reigning 
meth distributor in Albuquer¬ 
que, to solidify his own rule. 

Sunday’s episode picks 


up with the same phone call 
Walt placed to his wife, Sky- 
ler, moments after the mon¬ 
strous Fring was blown up in 
last season’s finale. 

A by-the-book drama 
would then have transformed 
Skyler into an all-in Bonnie to 
her husband’s Clyde. Instead, 
even now as his partner in 
crime, she remains on the 
margins of his depravity. 

“From the beginning, 
she has laboured under lim¬ 
ited information,” said Anna 
Gunn, who plays Skyler. “And 
she still doesn’t know how 
deep Walt is into this thing. 
But she knows this man is not 
just in it for the money any¬ 


more, that there’s something 
much bigger and deeper and 
darker drawing him in. 

“He’s enjo 5 dng the power. 
He likes feeling like a player. 
He’s turned into a man she
